NSRB Plans 
to Be Set 
for Defense 


Fate of Three 
Truman Bills 
Up to Senate 


Washington, May 23— (/P) — The 


fate of the last three controversial 
plans in President Truman's reor- 
ganization program hung in 
bal 


ance today before an unpredictable 
senate. 


The plan to reorganize the com- 


merce department will proide the 
first voting -'test. 
Two relatively 


minor plans, with debate limited 
to one-hour on each, were slated 
for votes later in the day. 


The senate is up against a mid 


night deadline for action on the 21, 
plans that President Truman sent 
to Capitol Hill last March 13. 


The law provides that 
a reor- 


ganization plan submitted by 
the 


President shall b.ecome a law after 
60 days, unless specifically disap- 
proved by either house. A house, 
recess for Easter 
extended 
the 


deadline in the present 
instance 


until tonight. 


Mr. Truman submitted 
the 21 


plans in the aftermath of a long 
study by a bipartisan commission 
headed by former P r e s i d ent 
Hoover. Opponents of some of the 
Truman plans said they went be 
yond the 
Hoover 
recommenda- 


tions. A citizens commitee back 
ing the Hoover r e o r g a nization 
ideas endorsed 20 of the 21, 1 


Fortynine votes are required in 


the senate to adopt a resolution of 
disapproval which kills a plan. The 
first five plans to come before the 
Senate were killed off in the space 
f two weeks.
